Under the governor's proposal, 
each school district would re- 
ceive sufficient state funds to 
provide for 47 ‘‘professionals”’ 


ifor each 1,000 pupils. The term 


“professionals'' appears to in- 
clude administrators as well as 
classroom teachers. 

The governor's proposed pro- 
gram calls for the state to set 
teachers salaries on a regional 
basis. In the first application of 
(the program, all teachers in a 
region would get the highest 
isalary rates set for that region. 

As a means of enabling school 
districts to establish pre-kinder- 
garten programs, the plan pro- 
poses to count four-year-olds as 
“pupils”, s 

In his discussion with educa- 
tion and legislative leaders, Gov. 
Milliken stressed his intention of 
retaining a strong role for local 
boards of education through de- 
termining curriculum, textbooks, 
promotion policies and hiring of 
administrators and teachers. 

“Under my proposals, the local 
to 
function as the instrument %f 
community control,’’ the gov- 
ernor told educators and legis- 
lators. 

The program reportedly would 
cost an estimated $210 million 
more than is now being spent 
to provide for education in the 
K-12 school program. 

It is expected that while prop- 
erty taxes may be reduced in 
many cases by half of what they 
are now, the program would re- 
sult in an increase of about three 
per cent in the state income tax 
— raising the total to almost 
seven percent. 

In addition, people in some 
districts reportedly would have 
to vote themselves an additional 
6 mills of property taxes for 
“enrichment purposes”’ if 40 per 
cent of the pupils of Michigan 
are to receive the same amount 
for education as they now re- 
ceive, 

According to the governor’s 
announcemenl, the other 60 per 
cent of the pupils would receive 
more money for their education 
than they now receive.

Christmas 
Weekend 
To Be Dry 


Lansing — The State Liquor 
Control Commission Tuesday no- 
tified all state liquor license 
holders the state will be “dry” 
for a 58hour period beginning 
at 3 p.m, Christmas Eve. 

The commission said the pro- 
hibition of all sales of alcoholic 
beverages during that time is a 
result of a law passed in 1952. 
The law says when Christmas 
Day falls on a Saturday, no 
liquor can be sold in Michigan 
from 9 p.m, Dec, 24 to 7 a.m. 
Dec. 27. 

The prohibition applies only to 
the sale and consumption of al- 


jcoholic beverages in licensed es- 
‘tablishments, 


the commission 
said, and does not prohibit bus- 
inesses staying open for other 
purposes such as serving meals. 

The commission would like to 
point out that this extended pro- 
hibition of sale and consumption 
to include Sunday as well as 
Christmas Day is a matter of 
law beyond the power of the 
commission to modify, the an- 
nouncement said. “Therefore, it 
is mandatory as applied to li- 
censed establishments.”

Fluoridation Saves 

Michigan parents whose chil- 
dren age 5 to 16 have been drink- 
ing fluoridated water since birth 
have saved a total of $15 million 
jin dental bills, according to a 
survey by the Slale Health Be- 
partment. 

Dr. Louis F. Szwejda, who put 
together the figures, says that 
cost estimates involves only the 
money saved on filling cavities 
and doesn’t reflect charges for 
examination, x-rays or other 
treatments which might be the 
same whether the child drank 
fluoridated water or not. 

‘rhe cost savings breaks down 
to an average of $46 per child. 
And when considering the oldest 
of the group — the 16-year-olds 
— the savings average $70 per 
youth.

“For a family of three per- 
sons — two adults and one 16

Much has been written about the failures cf 
government medicine — national health insurance 


— in countries like England. Still, the U.S. seems! 


bent on following this blighted path of failure. Once 
again, as so often before, a visitor from the United 
States has returned from Great Britan after study- 
ing the performance of the nationalized English 
system. And, once again the findings are anything 
but encouraging. 

The visitor, an American doctor, speaking at 
a National Press Club luncheon in Washington, 
D.C., expressed the belief that medical care under 
Britain’s nationalized health care system is so bad 


that Americans wouldn’t tolerate it. During his 


ba 


trip, the American doctor took a car into 
docks” to see how the average resident of Britain 
receives medical care. He said, “I saw the type of 
medical care over there that you would not 
tolerate over here.’ He told of going on a house 
call in a little mining town in South Scotland with 
a specialist called in as a consultant in a case. The 
Specialist hardly spoke to the patient, didn’t even 
carry a thermometer, apparently made little at- 
tempt to diagnose the illness of the patient and fail- 


ed to prescribe any medicine. The American phy- 


sician reported to his Press Club audience that hos- 
pitals in Britain are clean but antiquated, and add- 
ed that a new hospital he saw under construction 
would never meet the standards demanded of U.S. 
hospitals. 

Instead of followink in the path of Britain, he 
urged adoption in our own country of legislation 
such as the proposed Medicredit program. It would 
provide comprehensive health care for all Ameri- 
cans while giving the patient the freedom to choose 
his own doctor and otherwise preserve the princi- 
ple of voluntarism that has produced for our coun- 
try the most advanced medical standards ever 
known.

Gap of 1-75 


LANSING — Bids for construc- 
tion of the final gap of Inter- 
state 75 in Michigan will be tak- 
en Wednesday (Dec, 15) in Lans- 
ing, the State Highway Commis- 
sion has announced. 

Bids also will be taken to close 
the Interstate 196 Freeway gap 
between Grand Rapids and Hol- 
land in Ottawa and Kent coun- 
ties. 

They are among 16 highway 
construction and = :nainienance 
projects totaling an estimated 
$19 million, scheduled for bid- 
taking. 

The final gap of 1-75 to be 
constructed is a 4.4-mile section 
in Ogemaw County from Ski 
Park Road to the Roscommon 
County line. I-75 has been routed 
over US-10 from Bay City to 
US-27 at Clare and then north- 
erly to rejoin I-75 south of Gray- 
ling. When the final gap is cor 
pleted, 1-75 will run northerly 
from Bay City, through Bay, 
Arenac, Ogemaw and Roscom- 
mon counties, joining the pres- 
ent I-75 south of Grayling. 

1-75 in Michigan extends from 
ihe state line south of Monroe 
north to the International bord- 
er et Sault Ste. Marie — a dis- 
tance of 393 miles. Construction 
of I-75 in Michigan began in 1954 
in Monroe County when sections 
of US-24 between Monroe and 
Toledo were reconstructed as 
Jimited access freeway. When 
the Interstate highway program 
got under way in 1957, this free- 
way was incorporated into the

FDA CHECKS CHRISTMAS 
TOYS FOR SAFETY 

With Christmas so near, now would be a good time for 

parents of young children to be thinking about the safety of 


toys they are guing to buy, Gifts of toys are tokens of fove. It 
is important that they be “chosen with care. [tis vee when a 


toy, meant to bring happine: SS, 
Prorcaing children fiom 
ungafe toys is one of the 
responsibilities of the 
and Drug Administration's 
Bureau of Product Safety. 
The Child Protection and Toy 
Safety Act of 1969) which 
became effective in January 
1970—empowers the Food 
and Drug Administration to 
remove and keep from the 
market toys and other 
children’s products with 
electrical, mechanical, and 
thermal hazards. The law is 
aimed at reducing the 
estimated 700,000 injuries 
from toys that occur in and 
around the home annually. 
Bicycles were involved in 
the majority of the 
foy-associated injury cases. 
Other vehicle-type toys, 
such as roller skates, steds, 
and tricycles were linked 
with most of the rest of 
these injuries. Dolls, 
homemaker items such as 
toy stoves and irons, stuffed 
animals, chemistry sets 
motding cguip tt 
accounted for less than 1 
percent of the reported 
cases.

No law can protect a 
child completely from all 
dangers. With approximately 
12,000 toy firms in’ the 
country resulting in estimated 
sales of $3 billion in toys 
each year and approximately 
83,000 entries of imported 
toys each year, complete 
surveillance of the toy market 
is impossible.

Look into windows as well 
as out of them when you buy, 
build -or remodel a house. 
They're not only important 
for the appearance of your 
home, but its comfort, con- 
venience and maintenance, as 
well. 


Of course windows should 
harmonize with the architec- 
ture of the house, but each 
window also should be func- 
tional for the area it serves. 


For example, casement win- 
dows are frequently pre- 
ferred above a kitchen sink 
hecause they’re easy to oper- 
ate at arm’s Jength. Bay and 
bow windows add light and 
additional space to a room 
as well as a more generous 
view of the outside. For pri- 
vacy, awning windows placed 
high on a wall are ideal. 

Fortunately for homemak- 
ers, today there are com- 
plete factory-made window 
units available in a variety 
of materials. 


Basic stock window styles 
include the following types: 
Double-hung —~ a two-sash 
window with one above the 
other, moving up and down. 
Casement—the sash is hinged 
at the side to swing out, and 
generally is operated by a ro- 
tary opener. 


Others include: Glidiny— 
the window sash slides back 
and forth on a track. Awniny 
—sash is hinged at the top 
to open out and provide a 
shield from the rain. Hop- 
per—similar to awning but 
is hinged at the bottom to 
open in, and is often used in 
basements. Fired — a sash 
that doesn’t move for rooms 
where light but no ventila- 
tior is needed. 


All of these basic types can 
be used in bay, bow, box or 
picture windows. They're 
available with screens, re- 
movable grilles. insulation 
glass or storm panels if de- 
sired. Removable grilles are 
the new way to give windows 
traditional styling but sim- 
plify window-washing chores.

Toy buvers in the family 
should reject) those with 
obvious hazards sharp 
points; rough or unfinished 
sutfaces: small, detachable 
parts thal may be swallowed; 
brittle plastic or glass that 
hreaks easily and leaves sharp 
edues that may cuts poorly 
cotstrueted: toys wilt sharp 
spikes or pins that are 
exposed when the toy is 
pulled apart: by a) curious 
child: Coys with triggers, 
gears. or other pacts activated 
by a spring or motor that 
may pinch fingers or catch 
hair. 

Cheniistry sets. rocket kits, 
and stuilar toys should be 
bought only for children old 


enough to handle them 
wisely. Any minimum age 
reeammended by the 


manufacturers of such  tovs 
should be heeded, 

Since wires can wear 
through, electric toys such 
as ‘trains and ‘home 
appliances” for little girls 
should be checked 
periodically. Such toys 
should not be purchased for 
the very young. If an 
electrical toy must be 
bought, the child should be 
shown how to insert a plug

Care 
must be taken with suction 
tips. They can come off and 
expose dangerously sharp 
ends 

Care also ntust: be taker 
with balloons-—they can 
choke a child if accidentally 
(aken into the mouth and 
block the windpipe. Whistles 
and toy instruments should 
not have parts (mouthpieces, 
for example) that can be 
easily detached. Children 
should be taught to sit or 
stand still when playing toy, 
musical wind instruments. A 
push ve fall can cause serious 
mouth or throat injury. 

In a study of | bicycle 
injuries, ‘“‘horseplay”’ and 
colliding with obstructions 
were the two leading factors 
contributing to accidental 
injuries. 

FDA currently is 
developing safety standards 
for toys and working with 
toy manufacturers to correct 
hazards. 

With these activities, and 
with consumers exercisin 
sound buying judgment and 
giving proper instruction td 
children, toys will be a source 
of enjoyment without tears.

Leary and others we have read about since, and a sort of cult 
developed around it. ‘Hippies’ soon found LSD a favorite. LSD 
and many other hallucinogens came io be known as ‘‘psychede- 
lic” from the Greek meaning for the term mind-manifesting. 

LSD is usually taken in liquid form, capsule, pill or dropped 
on a sugar cube and swallowed. Initially the result of taking 
this drug is disorganization and confusion of the central ner- 
vous system. It can cause brain action changes and effect the 
level of consciousness by causing hearing and sight hallucina- 
tions, (imaginary happenings — dream-like experiences). Color 
of the substance, whether liquid or solid is usually blue, but 
sometimes in tablet form it can be white. 

Being under the influence of LSD is referred to as a “trip” 
and these periods usually last from 6 to 12 hours per dose, de-

Very irrational and extremely unpredictable behavior 
Sight and hearing hallucinations 

A very confused mind resulting in bizarre behavior 
and great panic. 

“rips” on LSD closely resemble an actual period of in- 
sanity. Suicide or accidental deaths have occurred. Surprisingly, 
a user of LSD can go into hallucinations without taking the 
drug again, and suffer all of the ill effects of the drug, for up 
to three years after the last dose was taken. There nave been 
cases of extended “trips” from just a singie dose where the 
user ‘‘freaks out’, meaning his effects stay with him for long 
periods even though he has taken only one dose. 

Physicai harm from the drug usualiy comes as the result 
of the beiiavior it causes from the disorganization of the mind 
which it causes. Mental harm is continually studied. Many 
medical people believe LSD use damages brain tissue, causes 
gross emctional and personality changes, but they ave still in 
the process of clinically proving it. 

All indications point to severe disruption of the personality, 
temporary or permanently, variations depending on other indi- 
vidual factors involving tolerance. But, it is felt that once brain 
tissue is injured it remains Injured, it will not regenerate! 

Recently, in the research being done on LSD, there are 
strong indications that it causes chromosome damage, thus 
causing potential damage to offspring of the user. So, not only 
does the user endanger his own life and future, but also that 
of his yet unborn children. 

The usual source for LSD Is the ‘street market’, and it 
sells for about $2.00 to $5.00 per dose. 

What is this world coming to you aay? Be with me next 
week — there's much more to discuss on the subject of drug 
abuse. It has many widening effects on our lives and those of 
our children. .

These foods are not required 
to list all ingredients on the 
label. They include such 
foods as bread, mayonnaise, 
salad dressing, canned fruits 
and vegetables, jams and jel- 
lies, etc. However, if a sub- 
stitute is made for any in- 
gredient, the product must 
he labeled “imitation” and 
all ingredients must be listed 
on the package, Artificial 
colors and flavors and chemi- 
cal preservatives must also 
be identified. 


Are imitation foods inferior 
in nutritive value to natural 
foods? 


Not necessarily. If jam or 
jelly is made with less sugar 
than required by the stand- 
ard of identity, it must be 
labeled “imitation” because 
it does not conform to the 
recipe set by law. Another 
example is regular margar- 
ine. It must contain at least 
80 per cent fat; imitation 
margarine has only 40 per 
cent, making it lower in cal- 
ories. 


Food packages seem to be 
getting harder to open. Does 
industry think of the con- 
sumer when designing pack- 
ages? 


Manufacturers have given 
considerable thought to open- 
ing and closures on food 
packages. But they must also 
design packages strong 
enough to resist breakage. A 
food package must keep the 
contents fresh, be moisture- 
proof and ‘leakproof.
